A bibliographical service 
is also available, and to which recourse has 
been had by many associations, particularly, 
the Society of French Professors in America. 


Sarah B. Ball, formerly manager Double- 
day Page Book Shops, 55 Liberty Street and 
38 Wall Street, New York, and late librarian 
of the Business Branch, Newark Free Public 
Library, and Marion S. Brown, opened a new 
book shop at 30 Broad Street, New York, in 
July.

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A BEN HILL ‘COUNTY TEACHER WITH HER BAG OF NEW BOOKS 


SERVICE TO COUNTY PEOPLE! 
By Louise Smith, Librarian, Carnegie Library, Fitzgerald, Ga. 


The Carnegie Library in Fitzgerald, Ben Hill 
County, Georgia was opened to the public, 
on March 1, 1915. Almost from the very day 
it was opened, requests for books began to 
come in from people living in the county. 
These requests were so frequent and so in- 
sistent that the Library Board decided to 
open the library to all citizens of Ben Hill 


County, but to get books they must come or 
send directly to the main library. This, of 
course, reached a number of county people 
who had cars or some way of getting to and 
from the library, but the majority of the peo- 
ple who really needed the books and maga- 
zines, were not being reached. 


As we have no county library law in

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Georgia, the main thing was to get the library 
needs of the county before the County Board 
of Education and the County Commissioners. 
Fortunately the County Superintendent of 
Schools was my next door neighbor and I 
never lost an opportunity of being neigh- 
borly with him in lending articles on county 
library service. It was not long before he 
saw the foolishness of the board appropriat- 
ing $25 for the establishment of a library in 
each school every year. These books were 
poorly selected, there was no systematic way 
of keeping up with them, and in a very short 
time were all read and put aside. Frequently 
during the vacation period, the books were 
stolen and at the beginning of a new term, 
the same thing was to start all over again. 

_ After three years of active but very tact- 
ful and intensive campaigning for a favor- 
able county library atmosphere, we decided 
the iron was hot and the time to make 
a strike had come. So in July, 1918, the 
mayor, the city attorney, and a prominent 
business man, who were all members of the 
library board, and the librarian went to the 
court house and laid our request for $500 
before the county commissioners. They gave 
us a very courteous hearing, but thought that 
phase of the county work should be handled 
by the County Board of Education, which was 
then in session in another part of the building. 
Before leaving, however, I asked if they 

_would be willing to make half the appropria- 
tion if the Board of Education would give 
the other half. They rather reluctantly con- 
sented and we asked that they remain in ses- 
sion until we could confer with the other 
board. My next door neighbor was presiding 
over this meeting, so after the city attorney 
had made the request and the librarian ex- 
plained the plan of work, he told the board 
that he would like very much to see this plan 
tried out in Ben Hill. After some discus- 
sion, it was voted, as they were working 
on a cash basis that year, to give us a check 
for $250. We very promptly took this check 
across the hall and laid it before the commis- 
sioners and after quite a lengthy considera- 
tion, they duplicated the check. 

I went back to the library supremely happy, 
feeling that library service had been estab- 
lished in Ben Hill, and really very much sur- 
prised that we had gotten it with compara- 
tively so little effort. I have grown very 
much wiser in county library lore since that 


day. 


I had visions of the county teachers being 
just as delighted to get the books as we were 
to send them, so I went to work to get things 
ready to begin work in the fall. I wrote to 
an adjoining county, which already had county 
service and asked the librarian to give me 
the dimensions of the boxes in which their 
books were sent out, The manual training 
teacher in our city schools made one box 
according to the directions and when it was 
finished, I called in the county patrons who 
were to take the books back and forth and 
asked them to look it over and see if they 
would be willing to handle that box filled with 
books. If the box had been a leper they 
could not have looked on it with greater dis- 
gust. They very frankly refused, saying 
when their cars “came into town,” they 
brought as many people as possible and car- 
ried out supplies needed on the farms. That 
box would take up almost the entire back 
seat, so they would not consider it. I then 
asked if I should have a box built that would 
fit on the running board of a Ford car, if 
they would carry that. They did not commit 
themselves but promised to come back and 
see it. One of the local lumber mills came 
to my rescue this time and built a long nar- 
row box that would hold twenty-five standard 
size books, and sit very snugly on a Ford 
running board. This box met the approval 
of the county patrons and they very readily 
agreed to carry the books back and forth. My 
spirits rose again and I felt the transporta- 
tion problem had been solved. 

By September 1, seventeen boxes of books 
were listed, packed and labeled, one for every 
school in the county. I had worked with 
them so constantly that at last when on Sat- 
urday, early in October, the county teachers 
gathered in the library auditorium for their 
first normal meeting of the year, there was a 
little feeling of sadness, that before the day 
was over, every box would be out of the of- 
fice. I was not called on, however, to make 
such a sacrifice. The superintendent asked 
me to outline the plan for the teachers, which 
I did very carefully and enthusiastically, and 
told them that I would remain in the office 
during the noon hour, so they could get the 
boxes without trouble. 

I went back to my desk, wondering why li- 
brarians found county service such a task, 
Ben Hill’s was working so easily. I sat hope- 
fully thru the noon hour and only two boxes 
were called for. During the afternoon two 
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others went out but at the close of the day, 
I still had thirteen boxes in the office. County 
service was not such an easy thing after all. 

After thinking over the situation over Sun- 
day, I decided the teachers just did not un- 
derstand our plan. So I asked the superin- 
tendent to go with me to deliver the books, 
and by teiling stories to the children and com- 
ing in personal touch with the teachers, to try 
to get their interest and cooperation, We were 
received very cordially and the teachers and 
children were delighted to get the books. 
During that week all the boxes were placed 
and another Saturday night found me sitting 
back with a feeling of entire satisfaction, that 
at last our county problem had been really 
solved. 


However, when the time came for the books 
to be returned, I found we were still far from 
the solving. There never seemed a conven- 
ient season for the patrons to get the books— 
they would either forget to get them on Fri- 
day or the teacher would lock the school house 
and go away for the week-end, taking the key 
with her. So for the entire year we had to 
get the books back and forth the best way 
we could. 


The next year we placed the boxes of books 
in the schools and asked that when they were 
ready to be returned, they would simply wrap 
the books and send by parcel post, the library 
to pay the postage. This seemed the ideal 
plan as every school was on a rural route. 
This time I was sure we had solved the trans- 
portation plan. 

But alas when the time came to expect the 
books to be sent in, a letter came from one 
of the teachers saying, “they had read and 
enjoyed the books and wanted more, but she 
did not have a piece of paper large enough 
to wrap the books in for mailing.” Then 
another from the principal of a school saying, 
“he could not get a string strong enough to 
hold the books.” 

I was disgusted, thinking if we furnished 
books and paid postage, they might get up 
string and paper. But when you remember 
that it was during the time when paper was 
scarce and the merchants were using stickers 
to hold their packages and that county 
schools are not convenient to stores where 
packages can be wrapped—you can very read- 
ily see that it was not so foolish after all. 
So for that year, with every package of books, 
we sent an extra piece of paper and cord. 


The next year during vacation, I had an 
occasion to send some extra things home in 
a laundry bag. As I tagged that bag, it oc- 
curred to me that there was the way to send 
the county books. I carried that bag over 
to the Postmaster and asked if I might send 
some books in it. He said “he had never 
seen it tried but we could make the experi- 
ment.” The first books were sent in that 
same small laundry bag and when the teacher ° 
was ready to return the books, she had noth- 
ing to do but draw up the string and attach 
the return shipping tag. I had grown far- 
sighted enough not to risk sending the bag 
out without an extra tag. Members of the 
Womans’ club made bags of good strong ma- 
terial and with the addition of 50 cents worth 
of shipping tags, Ben Hill County had at last 
found a parcel post bag system that would 
solve her transportation question. 

Ben Hill County is unique, in that it has 
only the one post office. This office is next 
door to the library, all the county being 
served by rural route. This is a very fortu- 
nate thing for the library as our book bags 
are all sent at the local rate of two pounds 
for 1 cent, making it possible to send a bag 
of sixty books anywhere in the county at a 
cost of only 25 cents, which is cheaper than 
gasoline. 

I try to keep in close touch with the people 
of the county and let them feel that the li- 
brary and the librarian stand ready at any 
time to be of any practical service possible. 
On one of my visits to the schools, the prin- 
cipal asked me to tell him which I considered 
the very best book to own. I told him I 
would have to know just what use he in- 
tended making of that book. If he wanted 
a tool for his school work, I would recom- 
mend a book on pedagogy; as a guide to liv- 
ing, the Bible; but if he wanted a gift for 
his sweetheart, I would name several new 
books. I saw from the way his face lighted 
that this last suggestion was what he wanted, 
so I mentioned several late, popular books 
but saw I was making no headway, so I 
asked if he had any special book in mind. He 
hesitated and then asked what I thought of “a 
nice little leather bound dictionary.” Natur- 
ally I was anxious to know what had sug- 
gested such a practical gift to his fair lady 
so he told me he was visiting a young lady 
who seemed very ambitious but that she did 
not always use the right word and he thought 
the dictionary might help her. 
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Not long ago I answered the telephone and 
a. frantic voice at the other end of the line 
said, “I understand the librarian has offered 
to help the county people whenever she 
could, is that true?” I assured him it was 
and he said he would be at the library in a 
few minutes. In a short time a. young man 
looking very much flurried and embarrassed 
came in, saying he was the man who had 
phoned. Then he told me he was to be mar- 
ried in less than two hours and he wanted 
to know just what was expected of a bride- 
groom, before and during the ceremony. I 


very carefully went over the latest books of 
etiquette with him and when he felt a little 
more certain of his “manners” I sent him on 
his way rejoicing to our best haberdasher. 

So you see the Fitzgerald County Library 
not only meets the needs of the teachers, the 
school children, the house-wives and the 
farmers but serves as ready reference to the 
puzzled young lovers. 

County service adds greatly to the work of 
any librarian, but I do not believe there is a 
better opportunity anywhere, of giving real 
practical service to your fellow man. 


THE IDEAL COUNTY VAN'! 


After going into the matter at great length 
for some twenty years I am more than ever 
convinced that the only satisfactory way of 
dealing with rural areas will be by an efficient 
system of specially designed travelling libra- 
ries quite different from the current concep- 
tion of a motor book-van. These travelling 
libraries must’ be equipped on the open-access 
system and must be accompanied in each case 
by a trained and qualified assistant who will 
be capable of acting as “guide, philosopher and 
friend” to the rural residents whether they 
are uneducated, ill-educated, or well-educated. 
The village centres, if they continue to exist, 
must be subsidiary to the travelling library, 
or-at least, they must be supplementary to it, 
because they are at best but a makeshift. At 
present the cost of book distribution is as 
much as 75 per cent of the expenditure in 
some cases. If such a high percentage of 
“ovearhead” is permissible for so insignificant 
a return, no valid objection can be raised 
against a larger expenditure for so much 
greater and more valuable a return... . 

Kent County Library is most advanced in 
this respect and its travelling motor van 
helps to show something of what may be done 
in this direction. . . . 

The library I have in view consists of nearly 
3,000 volumes and is carried in one van... . 

The sides of the van as designed are plate- 
glass in steel frames. Shutters hinged at the 
eaves of the van fitted with extension supports 
provide protection to the glass when the van 
is travelling, and give protection against sun, 
rain, etc., when the van is open to the public. 
The shelving is Vernier stacking in two-feet 
widths. When the library is not in use these 


are flat against the plate-glass when the books 
act as a travelling advertisement. But these 
narrow stacks revolve on ball bearings, and 
when the travelling library is in use they are 
swung at right angles to the plate-glass, form- 
ing bays of double-sided tracks. These alter- 
nate on the two sides, so that there is ample 
room for, say, sixteen borrowers at once, and 
the entire book surface is brilliantly lighted. 
The charging is the same to the borrower or 
the branch or the centre (the centre charging 
to the borrower being a purely internal mat- 
ter) so that boxes are not required. No 
printed catalogue will be required; and the 
“charging” or “overhead” at the central de- 
pository will become negligible in amount. The 
library assistant will occupy a collapsible 
table by the entrance, which is at the rear of 
the van, and the charging trays, etc., will be 
arranged by the back or rear wall of the van. 
The inside dimensions of the four-wheel 
drive van are: sixteen feet long, seven feet 
wide and six feet six inches in height. The 
R.A.C. rated H.P. of the motor is 36.1; the 
Brake H.P. is 56, and the capacity of the van 
in weight is four tons. The total cost is round 
about £750, according to the individual 
details. Lighting is by electric current gen- 
erated by travelling, and a miniature wash 
basin and a small quantity of water are car- 
ried. 

A travelling branch library such as I have 
described could make at least six effective 
stops a day, which would give a weekly visit 
even in the more sparsely populated counties 
with 250 present centres. In the populous 
counties a bi-weekly service could very easily 
be maintained.

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THE PROBLEMS OF PAPERS AND MAGAZINES 
IN THE HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARY 


By Effie S. Murch, Librarian, Jordan High School, Lewiston, Maine 


In a school library which consists of one 
or two rooms only of a large building one 
would think there would be ample storage 
room. Librarians who have chosen this field 
for their work realize, however, that the most 
difficult problem which they are called upon 
to solve relates to storage space for papers 
and magazines. Today there are few schools 
which are not crowded and the greater the 
congestion the greater the problem presented. 

It may be of value to those confronted by a 
similar problem to know how I have solved 
the question of use and storage of magazines 
and newspapers. 


The entire space of our school library is 
filled with stacks, tables, chairs, filing cabinet, 
magazine rack, and display trophy cabinets. 
There are eight drawers under the stacks on 
one side of the room and no drawers under 
the magazine racks; so it can be readily seen 
that there is no storage space in the library 
proper. ; 

Similar conditions exist in school libraries 
where the school is crowded for classroom 
space. The storerooms of the schools are 
filled with text-books, athletic supplies, and 
other school supplies. 


To begin at the time when magazines are 
ordered for the succeeding year: the various 
teachers are requested to present to the li- 
brarian a list of magazines which they would 
consider advantageous for use in their classes. 
At the same time the list of those magazines 
used in the department during the current year 
is submitted to the teacher. From the list 
which the librarian receives she selects with 
the advice and agreement of the various 
teachers in each department the magazines 
which they consider best suited to their needs. 
These magazines are then ordered and placed 
on the rack together with the leading local 
newspaper and the leading newspapers of the 
section of the country in which the library is 
located. 

As each magazine arrives, the table of con- 
tents is listed and handed to the teachers who 
recommended that magazine, with remarks on 
the nature of the articles. The teachers can 
then assign work to their classes directly, giv- 


ing magazine, name of article and page with- 
out examining the article themselves until 
they have leisure to do so. When the new 
magazines of each month arrive, the old niagf- 
zines are stored in the drawers beneath the 
stacks until the close of the school year in 
June. Then magazines are tied together and 
placed in the storeroom where the teachers’ 
books are kept. Some magazines are bound 
and these are placed in the library. The un- 
bound magazines are kept in the room with 
the teachers’ text-books, a room to which the 
teachers and librarian have keys. Special 
work is looked up in this storeroom and 
taken to the library for use. 


Newspapers are kept one month, then gone 
over and articles which might be of interest 
to the various teachers clipped out and given 
to them. Thus newspapers are. destroyed and 
are unavailable for reference after one month. 
The city library usually keeps a file of news- 
papers to which students may be referred if 
occasion arises. 

It may be interesting to note what maga- 
zines we use in a school of six hundred stu- 
dents (four high school classes) and what 


our teachers consider valuable. I will list 
them here.

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NEW BOOKS FOR THE LIBRARIAN 


PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION FOR LIBRARIANSHIP. By Tse-Chien 
Tai, Chief Librarian, Tsing Hua College, Introd. by John B. Kaiser, Di- 
peer of Libraries, University of Iowa. In press. viii,251p. $2.25 post- 
pai 
“This volume seems in itself,” says Mr. Kaiser, in his introduction, “almost 

a direct answer to what the Board (i.e., the A.L.A. Board of Education for Li- 

brarianship, in its recently published Annual Report) says so convincingly on the 

effect of the shortage of librarians and the means necessary for increasing the 
supply of those properly qualified for this work in all its manifold ramifications. 

... Dr. Tai differs from the Board in regard to its proposed reorganization of 

the program of professional education for librarianship. Whereas the Board pro- 

poses a four-fold system involving Junior and Senior Undergraduate Library 

Schools with Graduate and an Advanced Graduate School, Dr. Tai recommends 

a school in a university, organized as are most other schools, with an under- 

graduate and a graduate department. He would begin the study of library work 

in the junior year and continue it through the senior year, granting the B.A. or 

B.S. degree and would provide additional graduate work leading to the M.A. and 

Ph.D. It should be stated, however, in fairness to all concerned, that Dr. Tai’s 

comments relate to the Provisional Minimum Standards for Library Schools as 

outlined by the Board of Education for discussion and criticism in April, 1925 

and not to the final form of the Board’s proposals in its first Annual Report 

which appeared in print June 20th. 


“Dr. Tai attaches considerable importance to Professor Robert J. Leonard’s 
insistence on a proper differentiation in professional education between the highest- 
level professional group and. the middle-level occupational group and intimates 
that failure to make such a differentiation has been as great a mistake in educa- 
tion for librarianship as Professor Leonard claims it has been in other fields. . . . 
Whether one accepts or not this theory of levels and its application to education 
for librarianship, it has been clear for some time that librarians, those in the busi- 
ness of educating librarians, and those who use librarjes have not differentiated 
sufficiently between the different types of work that must go on within a library 
and the necessary and corresponding differences in training which different types 
of work predicate. 


“For a time it was thought that it might be well to revise the manuscript a 
little for general distribution as it concludes with a specific proposal for the estab- 
lishment of a library school at the University of Iowa, but the more the question 
was considered the more definite became the conviction that no change was neces- 
sary. The general principles stated are widely applicable; the specific proposal 
is but a concrete illustration of how they may be applied in detail in any one of 
scores of institutions or adapted by existing library schools in a revision of their 
own curricula if the principles are approved. For the individual library, the 
prospective library school student, and for others, the illustration has special value 
due to its very detailed and specifically concrete character.” ic

This third edition of the Children’s Catalog includes about 4100 titles of 
books which are recognized by experienced workers in children’s libraries and 
schools as desirable for children’s departments of libraries. For the smaller li- 
braries there is an edition of 1200 titles. The catalog is based on the Chil- 
dren’s Catalog of 3500 titles, edited by Corinne Bacon, also 89 selected li- 
brary lists of children’s books, and so represents the choice of specialists best 
fitted for this work.
